As the Governt ment grants | no. suspension or remission 
of revenue instalments, even-in times of drought or famine, 
the cultivators are obliged to borrow, in order to meet the 
Government demand. If one bad. harvest is followed by 
another bad harvest, the agriculturists are hopelessly involved 
in . debt, and their fate is sealed. “Many_ cultivators have 
ahansioned their lands and. have ‘become labourers. The 
_ present rigid. revenue system is also not beneficial to the 
Government in the long run, because large tracts of land 
remain uncultivated. for want -of Jabour,- and .cause loss of 
revenue. The realisation of the land revenue with severity 
caused great distress among the agricultural classes in Mysore, 
and inflicted aloss of revenue tothe extent of one krore of 
rupees upon the State. . The late Deccan Ryots Commission 
ascribed the poverty of the ‘cultivators in the Deccan to the 
rigid revenue system, _ The pitiable condition of the peasantry 
in Jhansi is also due to. the same cause. Sir John 
Strachey, i in his ‘speech about the Deccan Ryots Relief Bill, 
regretted that the ri igid-reyenue system pressed severely upot 
the cultivators, and stated that if some indulgence were shown 
to them in times of droug’ it, ‘accordin ig to circumstances, they 
would be saved from the extortion of mahajans.
